This information is not collected by 'TVD but by 
the Party Apparatus, Central office for this intelligence Is located in 
TJlo Charnetskogo (former seat of the Polish Wojewodztwo Lwowski©), Head- 
quarters of the Lvov Party Committeeo Another office is. located in Ul, 
Akadomitska l3o Members of tho Party Apparatus are the secretaries of the 
Oblast and city Party Committoesj president of the Oblast Executive Com- 
mittee KOZIJROVg Oblast Commissar ‘tVD, General 'ILUSTIKOj Oblast Cotmnissar '"'GB;
